fore adjournment yesterday. President 
Healy put himself on record as being responsi- 
ble for the appointmentand removal of every 
employé at Dunning since July 1 and said he 
would continue to exercise that power, unin. 
fluenced by public clamor, until the status of 

employés had been ‘ defined by 
their being placed on the classified 
civil service list. Mr. Healy 
went further than this. As fast as a witness, 
occupying a position of authority in either 


the insane asylum or poorhouse, named em- 


ployés who he said were unworthy to be re- 
tained Mr. Healy demanded the facts and 
said openly that, if upon investigation he 
found the statement of the witnesses to be 
true, he would at once discharge the people 
complained of without further formality. All 
through the meeting Mr. Healy was openly 
aggressive and assertive. He said he wanted 
no mistake made as to his attitude. It was 
he and he alone who held the reins of govern- 
ment in the County Board and he thundered 
out with much dramatic effect: 
have the power as President of the 
County Board to remove every man and 
woman connected with these institutions and 
I shall exercise it as I see fit. 
ressed for an explanation of this, Mr. 
Healy said that while it was true the institu- 
tions had been nominally under the control 
of the Civil Service Commission since July 1 
so far as appointments and removals go, none 
of the employés have been placed on the 
classified list and therefore have no standing 
before the commission. Whea such lists are 
made out and worthy employés reappointed 
under the civil service rules, then, and not till 
then, will Presiaent Healy abdicaté his power. 
This is his ultimatum as laid down to the 
committee yesterday and he delivered it 
while shaking his fist in the direction of Com- 
missioners Struckman and Ritter. 
Cunning on Patronage. 
Commissioner Cunning also enlivened the 
proceedings with his testimony. It fell to 
his lot to describe how division of patrovage 
had been made previous to President Healy 
taking charge of this important item. Nu- 


merous demande had béen made by members 


of the committee foran official list of the 
employés at Dunning, giving their names, 
length of service, Balaries, and by whose in- 
fluence appointment was secured. Supt. 
Morgan promised Tuesday to have such a list 
ready yesterday morning, but when the 
com mittee met he was unable to 
produce more than a mere list of 
names showing those who are now at work at 
the institution.

COLISEUM IS A WRECK 


BIG OANTILEVER ROOF AROHES OOL- 
LAPSE WITH A ORASH. 
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One Man Who Intended to Sleep on the 
Roof May Be Killed- Search to Be 
Made-Defective Bracing Said to Be Re- 
sponsible’ for the Catastrophe —Loss 
Wil Reach the Neighborhood of $125,- 
000—Barnum & Bailey’s Circus Was to 
Have Opened the Building. : 

The mammoth Coliseum, in course of con- 
struction on the old site of Buffalo Bill’s Wild 
West Show, in Sixty-third street, near the 
World’s Fair grounds, isa wreck. At 11:10 
o’clock last night ten of the eleven huge can- 
tilever roof trusses swayed and fell to the 
ground, and were twisted into a mass of 
worthless iron.

Fischer, an engineer, who was going to work 
at 4 o’clock in the morning and who was at 
the east end of the eighth truss. 

It is supposed one of the foundations set- 
tled and the trusses, which rested upon them 
and not upon the walls, gave way and precip- 
itated the crash. The accident began at the 
south end ot the structure and spread towards 
the north. The three north trusses fell north- 
ward and outward and the other eight south- 
ward. The two watchmen and the engineer 
heard the crash at the south end of the build- 
ing and barely had time to escape. 

It was reported there were tramps in the 
building. The police discredited this theory, 
but calls for aid were sent to the Police and 
Fire Departments. Several hook and ladder 
companies were soon oa the spot, as were also 
several details of police. All attempts 
to search in the débris, however, had 
to be given up because the many electric 
wires which had been broken by the fall of 
the trusses had charged the steel beams with 
a powerful current and it was dangerous to 
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cornice line, of buff brick pierced by fifteen- 
foot arched openings filled with glass. In the 
center of one side was to rise a graceful 
campanile 240 feet high and thirty-six feet 
squire provided with elevators and to be used 
as an observatory. In the topmost story 
there was to be a café and music hall. At the 
pinnacle a huge electric searchlight was to be 
installed. Around the main roof a roof gar- 
den thirty-six feet wide was designed. 

The mezzanine stories and roof garden 
spaces were to add two and one-half acres to 
the availabie area, The seating capacity was 
calculated at 40,000, 

The construction, according to the plans, 
was to be entirely fireproof—steel, brick, and 
glass being the materials to be used. The 
great roof was to be supported by a series of 
great steel cantilever arche:. 

The interior plans provided for a clear cen- 
tral arena 225 feet wide and 692 feet long, 
surrounded by a thirty-eight foot promenade, 
Beyond and around this promenade the per- 
manent seats and arena boxes were to be 
built. The promenade might in case of need 
be fitted with seats and boxes also. The 
arena was to be divided so that a space of 
400 feet by 225 feet could be devoted to the 
circus. In this area three rings, two elevated 
platforms, and a carnival water pool were to 
be instalied. 

Twenty-four feet above the lower boxes 
was to run a thirty-eight feet wide 
gallery, giving a splendid view 
of the whole arena. A second ten-foot prom- 
enade was to run sixteen feet higher up. The 
arches were eight feet in clear height. 

The r@mainimg 300 by 225 feet was to be 
devoted to the menagerie and ethnological 
congress. 

The building was to have been opened Sept. 
2 by the Barnum & Bailey circus and next 
Monday a large part of the building shouid 
have been turned over to that company.

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ON ROBBERS’ TRAIL. 


ALL TRAOES OF THE MIOHIGAN BAN- 
DITS LOST IN THE WOODS. 


Stories Differ as to the Amount of Booty 
Secured, but It Is Probably Greater 

Than at First Supposed—Said to Be the 
Work of Old Hands—Officers in Pur- 
suit of the Nebraska Gang, with a 
Good Prospect of Running Them Down 
«One Reported to Be Cornered, 


Fenn ville, Mich., Aug. 21.—([Special.}.— 
Despite the efforts of the express company 
detectives and the local police Allegan Coun- 
ty’s train robbers are still at large and prob- 
ably far away from the scene of the hold-up, 
The amount of booty secured is hard to esti- 
mate. The American Express company of. 
ficials claim the safe was empty and the rob- 
bers secured nothing except two watches and 
afew dollars in change. The efforts being 
made to capture the men do not agree with 
these statements. 

Supt. W. T. Smith of the American Ex- 
press company, Assistant Superintendent 
Wormeley, and two of the company’s detec- 
tives reached Finville at noon. Several con- 
sultations were held with Constable Whit- 
beck, the local officer, and the scene of the 
hold-up carefully searched for clews, but 
nothing of importance was learned. This 
evening Supt. Smith admitted several money 
packages were stolen, but claimed not more 
than $50 was secured, Assistant Superin- 
tendent Wormsley said the safe contained 
four packages, two of which, containing 
money and tickets and in addition.a quantity 
of waybills, were taken. 

Judging from what could be learned here 
and the fact the Chicago and West Michigan 
railway has offered a reward uf $1,000 for 
the capture of the robbers the amount se- 
cured was probably considerable. Allegan 
County and the American Express company 
will offer rewards tomorrow. 

J. C. Johnson, special agent of the Chicago 
and West Michigan railway, arrived here this 
morning on a special engine and at once 
started on the hunt. He found the tracks of 
three men leading away trom the scene of 
the hold-up. ‘The trails led through almost 
impassable forests of scrub oak, over sand 
hilis and through burning woods. For two 
hours the detectives followed the trail till it 
ended in a deserted hut. Drawing their re- 
volvers they burst in the door and rushed in. 
There were three mea in the shanty, but they 
offered no resistance and soon convinced the 
detectives they were not the robbers. 

Returning to the scene of the robbery they 
struck another trail and followed it eighteen 
miles to Allegan, where it was lost. 

Johnson and Whitbeck returned to Fenn- 
ville later in the day and found a gun blood 
stained, and the detectives think one of the 
robbers was injured in the blowing-in the car 
door. A number of footprints were meas- 
ured and traced a few yards into the forest, 
but nothing more was accomplished. 

The robbery was evidently the work of old 
hands. The men were cool and completely 
overawed the train crew. When the door of 
the express cat was blown in one of the rob- 
bers entered and joked with the conductor 
while he arranged a stick of giant powder to 
fitin the crack of the safe. When he had 

lundered the safe he returned the conductor 

is watch and, jumping out, disappeared with 
his confederates. 

[Supt. Antisdell of the American Express com- 
pany is interested in the train robbery on public 
grounds only. 

“I know very littie about the matter,“ said he. 
**T obtained all my information from this morn- 
ing es ain. We had no express messenger 
on the train and have no loss to bewail. There 
is every indication of local talent being responsi- 
ble. Any gang of expert train robbers would 
have satistied themselves first that express mat- 
ter was carried on the train they intended to 
stop. This petty larceny was probably commit- 
ted by some local farmers during a vacation from 
their frequent avocation of buying gold bricks or 
green goods. On public grounds, however, I 
shall do just as much to run the robbers down as 
if they had secured some thousands of dollars. 
The chief of our detective force leaves this after- 
noon for the ae agg’ — — and tag mr 
spare no ex se amateur train 
—— in State's rison. ve 

There has not mn a train robbery in the 
last two years in which we have not captured 
some of the gang. Train robbery is getting risky 
and no expert would be se ridiculous as to at- 
tempt itin Michigan. The farmers will try it 
occasionally. The only Eastern hold-up at- 
tempted by experts within the last few years was 
when Evans and Sontag came from California 
and robbed a train on he Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul, near Western Union Junction. One 
was killed resist arrest, the other is securely 
settled in jail. What we all want and sbould 
have is a federal statute making forfeit of the 
life of every rascal who will imperil the lives 
of passengers and employés in order to satisfy 
his desire to rob.

“LEADER” FIRM MUST COME TO COURT. 


ke for a short time 


Dernburg, Glick, and Horner Will Be com- 


pelled to Give Testimony. 


An echo of the Leader dry goods house 
failure was heard yesterday afternoon in 
Justice Everett's court-room in the case of 
Colgate versus Dernburg, Glick & Horner. 
As a result of the Carl Dern- 
burg, Lipman Gli os Horner, part- 
ners, and Jacob J. Gruen, confidential agent 
of the tirm, are to go before the Justice to- 
morrow afternoon at 1 o'clock on a con- 
tempt charge, and writs of attachment will 
probably be issued this morning. 

The usually slow court-room was en- 
livened by a bit of talk, exceedingly bitter 
and teeming with personalities, between 8. 
O. Levinson, representing various creditors, 
and Hugh Pam, for the Leader people. Dur- 
ing the course of the case Frank Walker, 
who is prosecuting it, said the failure of the 
Leader was the worst that had been seen for 
some time, and the house was run upon a 
bad basis—that wrong impressions of its 
financial standing were given creditors. All 
he asks, he said, is the dismissal of techni- 
calities by the opposing counsel and the 
presence of the heads of the defunct store 
on the witness stand. With these conditions 
existing he declares he can expose a start- 
ling condition of affairs. 

Mr. Walker says the four men evaded for 
three weeks by every manner possible the 
serving of the necessary papers upon them 
by constables. When constables would go 
to the homes of those for whom they had 
calls they were told, Mr. Walker says, the 
people they desired were out of the city or 
not at home, or something to that effect. 
Further, he says, when the men were even 
found they denied their identity to the con- 
stables. 

“Not until now,” said Mr. Walker, “could 
the constables serve the papers on the four 
Leader people, and we began to think we 
would not be able to get them at all.” 

Mr. Pam, attorney for the dry goods peo- 
ple, denied the story that his clients evaded 
the serving of the papers. The four men,“ 
he said, “have been at business every day, 
and have not tried at all to avoid service. 
They have been upon the streets down-town 
as much as any other business-man and have 
slept at their homes every night. If Mr. 
Walker wishes to have our clients placed 
before him he should arrange it so that they 
will be taken in a court of chancery and not 
in a Justice Court, which is no place for such 
an examination as he wishes to make.”’ 

The case before Justice Everett yester- 
day afternoon was called at 2 o’clock. It 
is that of Colgate versus the Leader part- 


| ners and their confidential agent. In itself 


the case is not one involving a large sum of 
money, but on its disposition depends much 
of the future litigation growing out of the 
large failure. Consequently both sites, 
through their attorneys, are working hard to 
secure, at any rate, not an utter defeat at the 
hands of the opposition. The firm of Moses, 
Pam & Kennedy represents the Leader peo- 
ple, and Walker, Judd & Hawley represent 
the Colgate interest and other creditors. 
Newman, 8 Levinson have joined 
forces with the plaintiffs in the case, and 
together the two firms are working hard to 
accomplish the desired result—a complete 
investigation of the Leader affairs. The 
confidential man, Gruen, was brought into 
the litigation because Mr. Walker says he is- 
sued the statements of the firm’s financial 
condition.

MILK DEALERS TRYING TO INCREASE 
THE LAOTBAL SUPPLY. 


— — — 


They Are Found, However, to Be Doing It 
at the Expense of the Quality of the Ar- 
ticle, and as a Consequence the City 
Health Department Has Made Some 
Tests Which Will Get the Milkmen Into 
Trouble—Results of the Analyses of the 
City Chemist. 


There is a shortage in the city’s milk sup- 
ply and there are dealers apparently willing 
to make good the failings of the mild-eyed 
and indifferent cows by keaping up the stand- 
ard as to quantity by artificial means. Many 
of the milk dealers in their eagerness to keep 
the quantity up have lost sight of the quality 
and the result isa large number of milk men 
are about to get into trouble with the Health 
Department. 

The inspectors of the Milk Inspection 
Bureau hare been doing some lively hustling 
and the result is that the City Laboratory has 
been kept éxceedingly busy. This morning 
Chief Chemist Charles L. Kennicott will re- 
bort to Health Commissioner Kerr 115 tests 
made Tuesday and out of this number seventy 
are not up to grade, 

The milkmen complain bitterly that the 
supply is exceedingly short and they find it 
difficult to obtain enough milk and cream to 
supply their customers. They seem to care 
little so they can keep their patrons supplied 
and apparently look upon the consumer as 
being indifferent as to whether his milk is 
good or bad so he gets all he wants and does 
not know it has been tampered with. 

The cows probable cannot remedy the trou- 
ble as to the supply. It really is not their 
fault, and the grain is short and the ra ns 
have been few and far between. It is hard 
to get plenty of milk when the pasture is 
dry. The cows want green grass and until 
they get green grass the supply will be short. 
At least this is the view of the farmer. 

Insists on Quality. 

These are facts that excite little interest in 
either the mind of Commissioner Kerr or the 
consumer, when it coiaes down to the quality, 
and the Health Department is proceeding 
upon the policy that no matter how short 
the supply, the milk placed upon the market 
shall be up to grade. There never has 
been a time since the estab- 
lishment of the Milk Inspection 
bureau that so many cases of adulteration 
were discovered. This is partially due to the 
fact that the bureau never had a full corps of 
inspecors until recentiy, and more attention 
has been given to miaking teste than hereto- 
fore. The city has been thoroughly covered, 
and a few of the tests of the chemist will show 
that the adulteration is not confined to any 
special portion of the city. The tests given 
herewith were taken from the pile of reports 
without regard to locality. 

The specific gravity of milk up to grade 
should be from 1.029 to 1.035, It should 
contain 12 per cent solide and 3 per cent 
butter fat. No foreign matter should be 
found, The absence of foreign matter and 
15 per cent butter fat is grade as to cream. 

The great trouble when it comes to cream 
seeins to be the use of artificial coloring. The 
milk dealer does not seem to be content to 
allow his cream to stand as nature made it, 
but wants to fix it up so it will be attractive, 
The analysis of the samples of cream taken 
from one of J. Regan’s cans shows it contains 
15 per cent butter fat, but some organic color- 
ing is used. 

Juemist Kennicott would not state the 
name of the colormg Regan had used, as it 
might be a benefit to the uninitiated. Regan 
does business at No. 72 Brown street. 

The cream of U. Wickhoff, No, 1120 West 
Chicago avenue, showed 15.6 per cent butter 
fut, but he is also guilty of the use of coloring. 

Some Analyses Shown. 

The cream of E. Denchier, No. 83 Le 
Moyne street, is short on butter fat. The test 
showed only 10.8 per cent, while artificial 
coloring was also discovered. The analysis 
of the milk of this dealer is as follows:

Aged Millionaire at New Richmond, 0., 
Strangled to Death by a Half-Witted 
Colored Man=The Mob Takes Anderson 
from the Officers and, Putting a Rope 
Around His Neck, Draws Him Up Over 
the Limb of a Tree=Bedy Left. Dang- 
ling in the Breeze. 


New Riehmond, O., Aug. 21.—[Special. ]— 
Franklin Fridman, 79, a mitlionaire, was 
strangied to death bya half-witted mulatto, 
Noah Anderson, at noon today. Four hours 
later the murderer bad been lynched by a 
mob, 

Fridman was looking at some of his land 

adjoining the home of the negro. Anderson 
ordered him off. Fridman retused to leave, 
when Anderson rushed on the aged man and, 
seizing him by the throat, strangied him to 
death. The police captured the murderer, 
but were beset bya mob, which formed at 
once, on the way to the jail, The streets were 
choked with people screaming Haug him!“ 
and cheers greeted the arrival of aman with 
a rope, 
Shortly after Anderson’s arrest he confessed 
to Marshal Henderson of New Richmond that 
he committed the murder, and gave as his 
reason that Fridman was the cause of his los- 
ing over $2,000,000. The news of the con- 
fession spread and the mob became furious, 
Anderson, terrified, fell on his knees in his 
cell aud pieaded for mercy, but the mob re- 
fused to disperse, 

Meanwhile the Sheriff was sent for from 
Batavia. Aftera consultation it was decided 
to remove Anderson to a safer place. At 4 
o’clock they started to take him to the county 
jail. When they reached the sidewalk a man 
threw a rope around Anderson’s neck, at the 
same time crying: “This is no bluff. We 
must have him.“ Strong arms immediately 


grasped the rope and in an ,in- 
x was pulled forwhrd 


stant Anderson 

and fell on 

dusty street. Then the mob started on a run 
north on Washington street, dragging the 
body of the screaming, strangling lunatic 
over the stones behind them. 

At Washington street and Western avenue 
the mob stopped. The lifeless body of the 
maniac lay motionless in the road. Seme one 
threw the rope over the limb of a tall poplar, 
The crowd hesitated to finish its work when 
one man, who appeared to be the leader, 
urged them to do their duty, = with this 
remark he jerked the body upward and tied 
the end of the rope to the trunk of the tree. 
The negro was evidently dead when drawn 
up, as he showed no signs of life, having 
been, no doubt, stranglea to death in the 
dust. The body was then left oe in the 
breeze while the crowd surrounded it, no one 
daring to attempt to cut it down. 

One man with a pistol could have held the 
mob at bay. The tree stood within sight of 
the village jail. 

Fridman came from Germany and was a 
boilermaker. In 1840 he removed to Cler- 
montville, Clermont County, O., where he 
had ever since been engaged in mercanti 
manufacturing, and banking pursuits, and 
been until the time ef his aeath President of 
the Fridman Lum ber company, President of 
the First National Bank, and President of the 
Shain-Roberts Furniture company,a!l of New 
Richmond, O. 
ing. is estimated to be worth about 
$1,000,000,

INVESTIGATING TO ACQUIT. 

Although the investigation of the Dunning 
Asylum is but two days old it does not re- 
quire a microscope to see that it is an inves- 
tigation organized for the purpose of acquit- 
tal, and that the committee will have con- 
siderable difficulty in avoiding valuable in- 
formation. It is further already apparent 
that President Healy himself is on trial, and 
yet he has had the effrontery to impanel his 
own jury, two members of which have prej- 
udiced the case and announced their verdict 
in advance. It is likely he thought that 
these two, with the Healyites in the board, 
would be sufficient to acquit, or he would 
have packed the jury closer. 

A careful analysis of the testimony shows 
that Dunning is cursed with political man- 
agement. The two witnesses called Tuesday 
were the Superintendent and the doctor. 
The evidence of the former demonstrates 


that he is a politician, that he has had no ex- 


perience in asylum management, and that he 
is ignorant of the commonest facts in rela- 
tion to the operation of the asylum for which 
be admits he is solely responsible. The evi- 


| dence of the latter shows that he is a grad- 


unte of only eighteen months’ standing, 
certainly not à specialist in insanity and 
probably a doctor with a political „pull.“ 
These two witnesses tried to put the best 
face on affairs, and yet were obliged to ac- 
knowledge that the hospital was run by the 
county machine,“ that the incompetent and 
insubordinate attendants were appointed 
and removed by the members of the ma- 
chine,” and this, too, in defiance of the civil 
service law. The evidence as to the equip- 
ment and maintenance of the asylum is 
equally damning. The doctor admits that 
there is scurvy at the hospital as the result 
of improper food, which is a fortunate ad- 


mission, as the Superintendent naively con- 


fesses he does not Know what scurvy is. 
This seems to involte the further admission 
that good and sufficient food which has been 
paid for has not been delivered. These cir- 
cumstances, together with the purchase of 
100 or more cars of coal in the late spring on 

a falling market, bring the need of an in- 
r very nearly home to the purchas- 

agent. 

pe Hoga remarkable feature of this in- 
vestigation is the discovery of so much of 
importance when such elaborate prepara- 
tions had been made to conceal damaging 
testimony. The authorities hd@ve had two 


weeks in which to put the institution into 


apple-pie order. In that time much can be 
done with brooms and scrubbing brushes. 
Two weeks give ample time for bruises to 
heal, for black eyes to get their normal color, 
for bitten noses to make a presentable ap- 
pearance, as well as for getting rid of ob- 
jectionable attendants and refractory pa- 
tients and for hustling instruments of tor- 
ture out of sight. When all these advan- 
tages for defense are considered, when 
Healy’s determination to manipulate and 
bulldoze the jury and to prompt witnesses 
has become apparent, and when in addition 
it is remembered, as already stated, that the 
committee was organized to acquit, it is as- 
tonishing that so much truth has. forced 
itself to the surface in the midst of so many 
obstacles. It will raise the query in the pub- 
lic mind what might have been the character 
of the diclosures had the jury been an un- 
1 one and no obstacles had been 
placed in the way of a full and searching 


. investigation, Enough has been shown, 


however, to make it certain that Dunning 
has been and is horribly mismanaged, and 
all because it is run by and for the benefit of 
“machine” politicians and not by or for the 
true representation of the people in the in- 
terests of the public good. 

President Healy and his following, how- 
ever, may rest assured that this fire Will not 
be smothered. The appointment on the com- 
mittee of women, doctors, and unsophisti- 
cated mechanics who have not the ability to 
ask an intelligent question and the exclu- 
sion from it of everybody who might be sup- 
posed to have experience in matters of this 
kind will not have the effeet intended. It 
may acquit, but that will not be the end of 
the Dunning investigation. The reluctant 
testimony already given shows that the of- 
fense is rank. The whole truth will yet be 
told, and the ignorance, brutality, and bood- 
ling which have characterized the manage- 
ment of the county institutions will be ex- 
posed in all their enormity. 


. ANTARCTIC EXPLORATION, 

The International Geographical Society at 
its recent meeting in London passed a reso- 
tution declaring that the most important 
piece of geographical work yet to be done is 
the exploration of the Antarctic regions and 
recommending that the geographical soct- 
Sties of the world undertake the task. Dr. 
| Frederick A. Cook of this country has there- 
fore good warrant for his proposed excursion 
into the south polar ocean, and it is said he 
has received assurances of active support 
from scientific bodies and private individ- 
uals. His plan is to use two sailing vessels 
of about one hundred tons burden each, built 
on the sealer plan for ice work and manned 
by sailors who have had experience in Arctic 
seas. 

The intention is to start at the beginning 
of the Antarctic summer from Louis Phil- 
ippe Land, nearly in the latitude of 64° and 
south from Cape Horn, making provision for 
a retreat to the Falkland Islands in case of 
disaster and loss of their vessels. The first 
opportunity will be seized to enter the ice and 
push as far south as possible. An eider duck

in far southern latitudes. As the magnetic 
data are very important factors in the prob- 
lem of navigation of iron and steel ships, 
there is thus a great practical incentive to 
make the research, the preparations for 
which are described more at length in an ar- 
ticle in another column. 

It hardly is expected, even by the most en- 
thusiastic, to reach the south pole by this 
means, nor is it likely, to be approached 
within several hundreds of miles, seeing 
that the ice is a far more formidable bar- 
rier to exploration in southern than in north- 
ern circumpolar waters. If undertaken with 
the idea of reaching the pole the expedition 
would be a failure, and that seems destined 
to be the fate awaiting all attempts to reach 
either of the poles until a capable flying ma- 
chine is invented and employed. There are 
some reasons to hope that the apparatus 
proposed by M. Andre for the northern 
journey will prove sufficient, but if not it 
may be expected that aerial navigation to 
and beyond the pole will be accomplished 
durihg the coming century, and perhaps be- 
fore the expiration of its first decade. Hu- 
man endurance and ability on foot may not 
be able to achieve much more in the line of 
valuable discovery in the polar regions than 
it has done in the past. Wings or balloons 
must be employed, and scientific invention 
may be depended on to produce them on a 
plan available for the grand work of polar 
exploration. 


LIBRARIAN SPOFFORD’S SHORTAGE. 

The news that the veteran librarian of 
Congress, Mr. A. R. Spofford, is charged 
with embezzlement will be sorrowfully re- 
ceived by all those who personally know 
him, as well as by those who know him only 
by reputation as an unrivaled keeper of 
books and a literary man of high standing. 
The charges made by the Treasury expert 
are.of a serious character, including the mis- 
appropriation of Treasury funds and the 
presentation of fraudulent vouchers at the 
Treasury Department. In reply thereto Mr. 
Spofford contends that the whole difficulty 
arises from the multiplicity of duties forced 
upon him, including not only those of li- 
brarian, but those attached to the office of 
Register of Copyrights. He acknowledges 
that his accounts have become involved, but 
he stands ready to make good any discrep- 
ancies that may be found by the Treasury 
officials. 

It may be that Mr. Spofford is badly mixed 
in his accounts, that his bookkeeping meth- 
ods may have been loose, and that he is in 
debt to the government by reason of mis- 
appropriated funds for various purposes, but 
his large circle of friends will be loath to be- 
lieve that he has been deliberately dishonest. 
The report of the Treasury expert has been 
laid before the President by Secretary Car- 
lisle. Until its contents are made public and 
have been officially passed upon it is fair to 
Mr. Spofford that there should be a suspen- 
sion of public judgment. This much is due 
to an old and faithful public servant, so far 
as the performance of duty is concerned, 
and to one who has rendered Congress and 
the government valuable service by reason 
of his skilled knowledge. If it shall be 
proved after all that he has been dishonest, 
and the grave charges against him are main- 
tained, his downfall will occasion rather 
pain than resentment, though it may pro- 
voke the mournful question, What man can 
be trusted if not such a man as Librarian 
Spofford, who for nearly thirty-five years 
has occupied a responsible post in the service 
of the government and a high place in the 
world of letters? 


STOP THE FLOWER GIRL NUISANCE. 
A good deal of maudlin sentiment has been 


in a saloon by Policeman Ross the other 
night. Perhaps the officer may have been 
unnecessarily rough in handling her; that is 
a matter of opinion. But she ought to have 
been arrested; there can be no two opinions 
about that. 

This girl and every one of the others who 
make a business of haunting drinking sa- 
lcons and other like resorts for men are un- 
mitigated nuisances, They are pert, vulgar, 
and disagreeably persistent. Their trade is 


They deal not in boutonniéres but in the 


tenderness. Though they seem to be trans- 
acting business, they are nothing but beg- 
gars, and the police neglectg its duty if it 
treats them as anything else. 

The girl arrested by Ross may or may not 
be to blame for frequenting saloons. Proba- 
bly she is not to blame, for she is only 13

| a familiar figure down-town after dark. But 


the fact that she did not abandon her calling 
when her mother was put under bonds to 
keep her off the streets proves that to arrest 
her is the only way to bring her parents to 
their senses. If she is taken to the lockup 
two or three times she will refuse to be 
placed in peril and will stay where she be- 
longs, notwithstanding her willingness to 
be used as a bread-winner, as evidenced by 
her obstreperousness and by her action in 
throwing a stone at the policeman. 

It will not be necessary to send her and her 
kind to the bridewell to be contaminated 
and corrupted, as the sickly sentimentalists 
fear. A night or two in the police station 
under the care of the matron will have the 
desired effect. For the sake of the young 
girls themselves it is in every way desirable 
that they should be restrained by the police 
from frequenting the saloons.

THE GREATER BOSTON. 

A State census of Massachusetts has just 
been taken. The population of Boston was 
aecertained to be 404,205, as against 448,477 
by the Federal census of 1800, being a gain of 
a little short of 10,000 per year since then. 

The Boston Herald speaking of this census 
says: 


The State census figures for the growth of Bos- 
ton are @ shade disappointing in halting just 
short of the half-million mark that was confident- 
‘ty expected to be reached. The severe industrial 
depression of last year is undoubtedly responsible 
for this, as well as for a check to the growth of 
various manufacturing centers in the State. But 
the true growth of Boston lies in the figures for 
the metropolitan district. These figures, based 
on the same group of municipalities comprised in 
the Hérald’s Greater Boston study of five years 
ago, approach the million mark Very closely, and 
nearly double the population of the city itself, 
The subjoined ble includes, besides the State 
census—Wwhich makes the comparison with the 
census of ten years ago—the figures for the na- 
tional census of five years ago:

dee Boston paper speaking of the 
above places says: 

The belt of cities around Boston grows more 
rapidly than any others Indeed, they are but 
suburbs of the great capital, whose dwellers are 
mostly tollers by day in Boston. In estimatine 
the influence of Boston they may fairly enough 
be called parts of it, so intimate are their business 
and social relationships with it. They draw their 
population from Boston to a large degree. 


Why are not those contiguous and adja- 
cent towns annexed to the main city? It 
would certainly be cheaper to run one city 
government than twenty-seven. The twen- 
ty-six satellites revolving around this cen- 
tral sun would be better served with fire, 
water, and police protection than at present, 
and perhaps also in sewer drainage, street 
lighting and cleaning, sanitation, school sys- 
tem, public library, book supply and distri- 
bution, and other municipal wants. Bos- 
ton furnishes the laborers employment, cap- 
ital and business opportunities, and a pur- 
chasing matket for their products. If this 
cluster of small cities within a few miles’ 
distance of the State House were annexed to 
Boston it would double its population, swell- 
ing its numbers to a round million by the end 
of this year, and making it rank next to 
Philadelphia in inhabitants, and next after 
New York in active capital. In commerce 
and, banking the business of those minor 
cities is ‘practically included with that of 
Boston, 


THE TREASURY GOLD RESERVE. 

The Boston Transcript says that the gold 
syndicate hoped by assuming the debts of 
importers to carry them forward until the 
autumn period, when the crops will go for- 
ward and there will be an offsetting debt due 
this country. It believes the miscalculation 
of the syndicate lay in not perceiving that 
the checking of gold exports niust mean con- 
stantly rising prices, which of themselves 
must tend to encourage further imports and 
to check the exports of commodities. Day 
after day we hear of the extraordinary new 
prosperity which has_swept over the coun- 
try, and that surprisingly few bills of ex- 
change for the shipment of commodities 
from this country are in sight. But few 
persons seem to suspect the truth that an 
artificial stimulus has been given to prices 
in the United States, and that the syndicate 
“has been cultivating conditions to force 
gold eventually from this country.” 

The economical adjustment of trade bal- 
ances heed not cause anxiety, but for the 
fact that the gold which is sent out is drawn 
from the National Treasury, while the sup- 
ply there is not large enough to assure the 
doubters that it will not be exhausted. But 
if the Treasury is in danger why is it so? 
Why is it that year after year the govern- 
ment of this most prosperous country on 
earth finds itself in the humiliating position 
of having questions raised as to its ability to 
pay its debts in gold? And why should it 
be so difficult to obtain gold for the Treas- 
ury when Mr. Pierpont Morgan and his asso- 
cilates can obtain it with comparative ease? 
The process of driving out gold by the circu- 
lation of new silver dollars should have 
ceased with the repeal of the Sherman law. 
But the gold still tends to flow out, and why? 
The Transcript thinks it is because since 
that repeal new forms of money without the 
value of gold have been forced into our cur- 
reney in enormous quantities. This in- 
crease of currency has come from the new 
notes issued by our national banks.” Large 
amounts of national bank notes were put 
in circulation at the height of the panic of 
1893, and most of these still are in circula- 
tion, while there has been a heavy in- 
crease through the very issues of govern- 
ment bonds intended to allay the trouble 
being bought by the banks and notes put out 
against them. This is the truly tragic ele- 
ment in our situation, to have a redundant 
currency force out our gold, to have thégov- 
ernment issue bonds to replenish its coffers, 
and then to haye the banks,buy these very 
bonds and put out more notes, thereby mak- 
ing the currency still more redundant.” 

The explanation is one that does nat satis- 
factorily explain, It omits to take account 
of the highly important fact that the Fed- 
eral receipts from taxation are deficient by 
about $1,000,000 per week, or about $50,000,- 
000 per annum, as will be shown by the fiscal 


statement made for the close of this calen- | 
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that have been made during the Cleveland 
administration. It is sufficient to account 
for the shortage of bills of exchange which 
has been complained of as a prominent 
feature in our foreign commercial relations 
during the last few weeks. 

If we would change this adverse balance 
of trade by selling more and spending less 
abroad there would be no drain of gold from 
the Treasury to ship to Europe, or for any 
other purpose. If Congress at the coming 
session will provide enough revenue to make 
up the deficiency caused by foolish Demo- 
cratic tinkering with the tariff, the govern- 
ment can build up a gold reserve greater 
than the limit of 100 millions, instead of 
being all the time menaced with a deficit. 
It then can well take care of the greenbacks 
and the outstanding Treasury hotes, and 
the country will prosper. 


AN interesting libel suit has been brought 
in Vermont in which the Governor of the 


State is the plaintiff. The Rutland Herald 


charged the Governor with selling liquor 
in violation of the law at the hotel which 
he owns and manages. He denied the charge 
and entered suit against the paper for $50,- 
000 damages. The Governor claims that if 
the guests at his hotel have persuaded any 
of his employés to procure liquor for them 
the latter must have obtained it outside of 
the hotel, consequently they, not he, are 
responsible. The Herald defends itself by 
quoting the law of the State, which pro- 
vides it a person by himself, clerk, servant, 
or agent, furnishes or gives away any 
liquor,“ etc., and asserts it will prove that 
the Governor’s agents and employés have 
sold and given away liquor to guests, and 
served it openly in the dining-room. It re- 
mains for the Governor to prove that the 
liquor was obtained outside without his 
knowledge and served without his consent. 
He may be able to do this, but meanwhile 
what virtue is there in the prohibition law 
of the State, when liquor can be freely ob- 
tained in this SE Is it not time for 
the Governor to enforce the law even 
against his own agents and employés? And 
ought he not to be grateful to the news- 
paper which called his attention to its fla- 
grant violation?

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Policeman Kalvalage et the Chicago Ave. 
nue Station in a Heap ot Trouble Over 
the Mysterious Disappearance of $340 
from the Pocket of the Alleged Victim 
of Murder=Charged with Gross Negli. 
gence in Handling the Affair at the 
Morgue=Given a Severe Scoring. 

Policeman Andrew E. Kalvalage, who has 
charge of the wagon 
Avenue Station, finds himself in deep trou- 
ble in connection with the thysterious death 
of Charles Bucher, whose body was found 
in the river at Market street several days 
ago. The police have abandoned the theory 
of murder, but have not given up the in- 
vestigation of the remarkable disappearance 
of $340 in cash which Bucher was known to 
have had in his possession, 

Inspector Schaack is tow firmly convinced 
that Bucher was robbed after his death. 
Policeman Kalvalage may be suspended un- 
less he gives a better account of the search- 
ing of Bucher’s body. He was called before 
Inspector Schaack yesterday afternoon and 
was given a severe raking over, the Inspect- 
or telling him he had the choice of being 
considered stupid and negligent or being 
suspected of having criminal knowledge of 
the disappearance of the Money. 

Bucher was last seen alive at 1:30 o’clock 
Thursday morning, Aug. 15, when he left 
Kneller’s saloon, No. 32 Wells street, where 
he had been drinking with members of the 
Swiss Maennerchor Society. He was known 
to have $340 with him, and paid for several 
rounds of drinks, taking the money froma 
long leather pocketbook, which he replaced 
in the inside pocket of his coat. 

Thursday afternoon Willie Barth. No. 188 
F. Huron street, and several other boys saw 
a body floating in the river at Market strcet 
and told Arnt Nessheim, employed on the 
wrecking tug Two Henry.. Nessheim threw 
a rope over the body and held it in the water 
until the arrival of the police wagon, which 
was in charge of Policeman Kalvalage. The 
body was taken out of the river, the hands 
tied across the breast, placed in the wagon, 
and conveyed to Rolston’s morgue, No. 11 
Adams street. There Policeman Kalvalage 
searched the body in the presence of Mr. 
Rolston and his assistants. A silver watch, 
eye-glasses, a bunch of keys, and a small 
pocketbook containing 5. cénts were found. 
These were receipted for by Kalvalage and 


taken to the station. 

Bucher’s body not being identified, prep- 
arations were made Sunday afternoon to 
inter it in the potter’s field, In moving the 
body a long pocketbook fell out of the side 
coat pocket. Beyond a few cards giving the 
address of Frey, a saloonkeeper, No.“06 Cly- 
bourn avenue, the pocketbook was empty. 
The cards, however, were sufficient to se- 
cure identification. James Carroll, one of 
Rolston’s assistants, found the pocketbook 
and immediately notified Mr. Rolston. Mr. 
Carroll insists that the wallet Was empty. 

Mr. Bucher’s brother has made loud com- 
plaint to the police about tite disappearance 
of the money. Policeman Edward Wal- 
baum, detailed to make an investigation, 
has reported to Inspector Schaack that it is 
his opinion the money was stolen after the 
death of Bucher. His report is as follows: 


Capt. Fyfe detailed Officers Hiott, Cudmore, | 


Carleton, and myself to Investigate. Friday, Aug. 
18, 1895, Officer Cudmore and myself met Bu- 
cher, a brother of the deceased. With him we 
searched the effects of the deceased and found 
nothing we could use as evidence. Then Mr. Bu- 
cher handed us a parcel which he suid the under- 
taker had given him at the time of the funeral. 
On opening the same we found a large leather 
pocketbook. We went to the morgue and Mr. 
Morrison told us that the pocketbook was found 
on the deceased Friday afternoon after the in- 
quest had been held. To the best of our knowledge 
we believe that the deceased was not robbed in 
lifetime. 

Mr. Carroll sald yesterday the first clew 
to Bucher’s identity was secured from the 
pocketbook, but the morgue employés do 
not explain why the find was not men- 
tioned at once to Mr. Bucher. Mr. Rolston 
says Kalvalage made a careful search in 
his presence, but thought the policeman 
might have overloched the wallet, as it was 
in the outside pocket of a long alpaca coat 
which hung beneath the table owing to the 
weight of the water. 

Inspector Schaack, however, is exceed- 
ingly angry over the affair, and says Kal- 
valage has been gullty of gross negligence. 

Jam not through with the matter yet.“ 
said Inspector Schaack yesterday. Kal- 
valage is in a bad position, and I am deter- 
mined to probe the affair to the bottom.“ 


Ans BOND CANNOT BE FOUND. 


Stockholders in the Commercial of: Mil- 
waukee Make Bitter Complaints. 

Milwaukee, Wis., Aug. 21.—[Special. I—It 
is asserted that only one of the original Board 
of Directors of the Comurercial Bank made a 
deposit or did a dollar’s worth of business 
with the bank after it had resumed business, 
and that the reorganization was effected for 
the purpose of enabling them fo escape the 
payment of the $300,000 due to the county 
at the time of the failure and for which they 
were personally responsible by saddling it 
upon the depositors, who were induced to be- 
come stockhoiders. 

It is further stated thata certain bond for 
$100,000 which was to have been executed 
by the original stockholders when they sur- 
rendered tneir old stock and came into the 
new organization as a guarantee for any 
shrinking in tne assets of the bank as reor- 
ganized was never given. 

It is estimated those depositors who 
took stock for their deposits when the bank 
reopened will be able to realize about. 20 
cents on the dollar, provided the assets realize 
to the extent of the estimates pleced upon 
them by some of the heavy stockhboiders. 

The greater portion of the time deposits 
will not become due until Mareb, 1896, and 
it is estimated that these can be met and leave 
about $60,000 of the agsets for distribution 
among the stockholders. .

Father of the Boy He Clubbed Says He 
Thinks It Was Accidental. 


Acting Superintendent of Police Ross and 
Inspector Fitzpatrick had a conference yes- 
terday in reference to the case of Policeman 
Annas of the Central Detail, charged with 
having clubbed Freddie McAndrews, a lad 
15 years of age, and decided to reinstate the 
policeman.

Dr. Elizabeth Kearney testified she had 
been employed here in the institution since 
the ist of July, and was appointed by Mr. 
Healy. She has entire charge of the 
woman’s department of the insane asylum, 
where there are 572 patients. Mrs. Kearney 
said the patients needed amusement and oc- 
cupation and that the number of attendants 
is deficient. Marks and bruises are seen 
on the patients occasionally because the 
epileptic patients sometimes fall out of bed. 
The meals and other necessaries are good 


tions now than they had been prior to that for this 
reason. 

Q.—Have there been any changes made since 
July 17 A.—I have discharged some of the em- 
ployés for inefficiency and inattention’ to duty 
and filled their places. 

Q.—By what authority have dismissals and ap- 
pointments been made since then except through 
the civil service? A.—Under the civil service 
there can be no appointment made from the Civil 
Service Commissioners until those that are exam- 
ined are placed upon the classified list. So far 
there have no names been placed upon the classi- 
fied list; although they have examined quite a 
number they have not passed upon their fitness 
or placed any of them upon the classified list. 
Until they do that I claim the power of removing 
and filling positions under the law.

Q.—Did you consider the matter had been prop- 
erly looked into? A.—No, but I thought it would 
be properly adjusted through the board; that they 
would tell the committee to go on or would op- 
point a special committee. I came to the meet- 
ing Tuesday, but they failed to get a quorum. 

Q.—Were the mémbers of ycur committee out of 
the city? A.—One of them, I understand, was out 
of the city. After the board failed to get a quo- 
rum I wrote a letter to this committee to meet me 
here Monday to consult about the advisability of

SUPERVISOR CADOTTE TELLS HIS TALE 


Mr. Morgan’s Assistant Explains Some of 
the Workinas of Affairs. 


Supervisor George Cadotte, who is a sort 
of assistant to Supt. Morgan, told of the 
manner in which the institutions are man- 
aged. His examination was in substance as 
follows: 

Q.—What is your business as Supervisor—what 
do you do? A.-—Look after the welfare of the 
patients, to see that they are treated right as to 
amusements and food, and that their clothing is 


taken care of, and to see that they are bathed 


properly. ‘ 
Dr. Hunt—Are there ample bed facilities in the 


‘ 
old building? A.—There are a few sleeping on 


the floor. But in three wards. I think there is a 
bath-room down that we give them, with a 
system of heating, and a system of shower baths. 

Q.—How often do the patients have a general 
bath? A.—Once a week. 

Q.—How often a Turkish bath? A.—Once a 
week. I haye bathing days for each ward down 
here in my time-book, and Mondays 1 send two 


‘wards, and Tuesdays two wards, and Wednes- 


days two wards: 

Q.—What percentage of patients do you have em- 
ployed? Ai—Well, in D W 5 they were generally 
all employed. There are always four or five of 
them using swabs on the floor, and two patients 
that make up beds, or six or seven; I don’t know 
that they use the same men every morning. 

Mrs. Flower—Have you had any experience in 
such work before coming here? 

The Chairman—He has answered that. A.—I 
have never had any experience in an asylum be- 
fore. 

Mr. Jones—Has Dr. McGrew ever reported to you 
the inefficiency of an attendant? A.—No, sir, he 
never has. 

Q.—Has he ever reported to you that an attendant 
has abused the patient? A.— No. sir. 

Mrs. Flower—Made no repoft to you in regard 
ta Anderson or Gough? A.- No. 

The Chairman—Is it his business to make a re- 
port to you of occ ce of the kind? A.—

„ A.—The Assistant Supervisaor stated. I 

was never notified on either side, the assistant or 
the physician. 


Dr. Florence Hunt, Miss Jane Addams, and 
Mrs. Bradley Do the Work. 

The examination of the women last night 
was conducted by Dr. Florence Hunt, Miss 
Jane Addams, and Mrs. Kate Bradley. It 
lasted four. hours, during which time 170 
women patients were looked over. With a 
few exceptions the women were found to be 
in excellent condition, their skin being white 
and clear and their appearance showing they 
had received sufficient nourishment. Many 
of the women recognized Dr. Hunt and spoke 
of incidents which occurred when Dr. Hunt 
six years ago was stationed at the asylum. 

Each woman was aroused from her cot, 
led to a side room. and with all her clothing 
removed was, submitted to a thorough-go- 
ing physical examination by the whole com- 
mittee. The cots were found to be in good 
condition and the bedding clean, with the 
exception of Ward B 3. No objection could 
be raised to the sleeping apartments. In B3 
seven mattresses were on the floor. This, 
the attendants explained, was due to the 
crowded condition of the ward. 

After the rounds were made Dr. Hunt 
made the following statement to a reporter 
for Tue TRIBUNB: 

“The wards examined were A2, A3, B 2, 
and B 8 and 170 patients were examined 
thoroughly. There are 593 women patients 
in the building, and the rest will be exam-~ 
ined by Miss Addams, Mrs. Bradley, and 
myself tomorrow morning. In every ward 
visited the list of patients was called for, 
and the patients were summoned before the 
committee, If they were not in the ward or 
building we did not rest till we. had found 


counted for and thoroughly examined. We 
found the patients in good condition, and 
all looked exceedingly well nourished. 

“Only one case of a bruise was found. 
This was in Ward B 3. The bruise was 
slight, and was located on the left thigh. 
The woman’s name was Dora Frolick. She 
gave an intelligent account of how. the 
bruise was received. This was the epilep- 
tic ward. Last Sunday, she said, she was 
2 by another patient named Lucy Vap- 

ele. 

Out of the whole number examined there 
were only four who were not carefully ex- 
amined. These were too violent to submit 
to an examination.“ 

All the patients seem to be contented. 
They slept on iron bedsteads, and the mat- 
tresses were good. 

The criticism made by the committee was 
that the nurses were not progressive, and 
did not have sufficient moral training and 
education.

The Asylum Will Have to Get a New Chief 
Clerk—The Reason Why. 

Representative Ernest G. Schubert was 

appointed chief clerk at Dunning early In 


the special session of the Legislature, which 
required his presence at Springfield, he could 
not take charge of the office then. However, 
he virtually agreed to accept it, and as his 
predecessor was dismissed e institution 
has been without a chief clerk for nearly six 


weeks. 

In the meantime a rule was adopted by the 
County Board prohibiting certain officers of 
the asylum from taking their families there 
to live at the expense of the county. This 
caused Mr. Schubert to hesitate about ac- 
cepting the job at all. After consulting with 
some of his friends yesterday he practically 
made up his mind to go out today and go to 
work. N 

Upon arriving at his home, No. 579 North 
Hoyne avenue, last evening the statesman 
had to change his mind. He found Mrs. 
Schubert in tears and everything in the 
house turned topsy turvy. While she had 
been out during the afternoon burglars had 
called and gone through all the rooms, 
emptying bureaus, closets, and boxes in 
search of valuables. They had carried away 
her gold watch and a lot of silverware. 

So when Mr. Schubert intimated that he 
was going to Dunning and leave her there 
to keep house alone she dbjected so strongly 
that when seen by a reporter for THE TRIB- 
UNE a short time afterwards Mr. Schubert 
said he had decided positively to decline the 
chief clerkship. Mrs. Schubert declared 
that after the visitation of thieves to their

Mr. Schubert said the only reason he had 
not assumed the duties of the office was the 
rule preventing his wife living at the asy- 
lum with him. This rule was introduced in 
the board by Commissioner Beer, backed by 
Commissioner Struckman, and the Repre- 
sentative says it was a thrust at him more 
than any other person and because of his 
efforts at Springfield in behalf of the county 
civil service law. It is said that he was ap- 
pointed chief clerk at Dunning as a reward 
for having secured the votes of five mem- 
bers of the Lower House for the civil serv- 
ice bill.

He simply mentioned it in common 
conversation. 

Q.—Has he ever reported to you that an attend- 
ant abused a patient as he reported any abuses to 
you? A.—I think he once told me he heard an at- 
tendant named Gough abuse a patient. I am not 
certain on that. 

Q.—To whom did you report that? A.—Well, it 
was just as the other case, you know. 

Miss Addams—What was your impression of 
Anderson as an attendant? A.—I think he was a 
good attendant, what I saw of him. 

Mr. Healy—What do you know about Gough as 
an attendant? A.—I think he is a good one. 

Dr. Lauther—Is there any truth in the report 
that some of the attendants and supervisors kept 
secreted in some rooms clubs for the purpose of 
controlling refractory patients? A.—Not that I 
know of; no, sir. :

The price has ad- 
vanced until it is now 77% bi These, are 
the bonds of the Chicago Granaries Limited, 
the old English corporation which purchased 
the Munger-Wheeler élevators, The old 
company, it will be remembered, was reor- 
ganized a year or more ago into an Amer- 
ican company. The interest has always 
heen paid on the bonds, but they were great- 
ly depressed soon after the organization of 
the original company owing to the fact that 
some of the people who took them as part 
of the purchase price threw them overboard 
without much regard for quotations. The 
bonds dropped as low as 60 at that time and 
at that price attracted enough attention so 
that a’ local pool was formed and a large 
amount of them purchased. The Municipal 
Investment company has latelg been active 
in handling them and has within a short 
time sold some $375,000 of them to English 
investors. In answer to an inquiry from 
Amsterdam yesterday the Municipal Invest- 
ment company furnished the following in- 
formation concerning the bonds: 

“In answer to your thquiry about these 
bonds and their security we beg to say that 
the capital of the company is $2,733,700. A 
dividend was earned and paid May 1. The 
outstanding bonds are $2,387,500. Six per 
cent interest has been paid upon these and 
upon the bonds of the company precéding 
this for several years past promptly. The 
company bas, we are informed, no floating 
debt. It possesses a cash capital of about 
$300,000 and owns $112,500 of its own bonds. 
Its business is reported to us to be prosper- 
ous. The carnings as audited by chartered 
accountants for the year ending Dec. 31, 
1894, show a net profit of $321,385, of which 
$20, 000 was devoted to writing off organiza- 
tion expenses, $146,000 to paying interest on 
first mortgage bonds, $6,000 for sinking fund, 
$42,087 for dividends on stock, $100,000 trans- 
ferred to reserve fund, and $6,514 carried 
forward. For our own benefit we have had 
the real estate of the company, without any 
regard to the buildings, machinery, or capi- 
tal, valued by two prominent real estate 
men, who agree in placing the value of the 
bare land at $2,600,000. The total value 
given by other experts. to the whole proper- 
ty is $4,732,000. We have personally in- 
epected the property and find it in excellent 
order and believe the busines to be well 
conducted and at present, at least, in pros- 
perous condition.

CHESAPEAKE AND OHIO’S ANNUAL. 


Excellent Showing Made Last Year—Presi- 
dent Ingalls’ Great Expectations. 

The annual report of M. E. Ingalls, Presi- 
dent of the Chesapeake and Ohio railway, 
has been issued for the year ending June 30, 
1895. It shows that although the busitiess 
depression which marked the preceding year 
continued during the last, the policy of ap- 
plying business methods to the administra- 
tion of its affairs enabled the company to 
earn a surplus of $18,706 over all fixed 
charges. 
speculation in its stock the company could 
have made a dividend, but the policy seems 
to have been to continue the improv 

of its physical condition with a view of en- 
hancing the value of the property as an in- 
vestment, $304,000 having been expended in 
betterments which might have been post- 
poned. 

Of this amount part was expended on 
track, part in cutting out tunnels, and part 
in completing the stone ballast on the di- 
vision from Richmond to Newport News. 
r road is now brought to so high a stand - 
ard that no new work of any consequence is 
contemplated for the coming year, and as 
business generally is improving and rates 
will beyond question be better maintained_ 
it is expected that the coming year will show 
a large surplus. Owing to low ocean rates 
prevailing last year the Chesapeake and 
Ohio Steamship company was operated at a 
cost to the railroad company of $65,000, but 
with the. anticipated improvements in rates 
and increased tonnage, especially in view of 
the immense corn crop to be moved, it is be- 
lieved that the next year will show a large 
profit from this source. 

The gross earnings for the year ending 
June 30, 1895, were $9,506,030, an increase of 
$561,922 over the preceding year. Operating | 
expenses, including $1,195,903 for mainten- 
ance of way and $1,327,173 for maintenance 
of equipment, amounted to $6,464,527; net 
earnings $3,131,502, the cost of operating be- 
ing 67 per cent of the gross earnings. Of 
the main line of the Chesapeake and Obie 
twenty miles is laid with 100 pound rail, 500 
miles with 75 pound, and 87 miles is Mid 
with 70 pound, and 75 miles ot double or 
second track is being operated and this is 
being increased every year. Arrangementa 
have been made through an agreement with 
the Louisville and Nashville for the use of 
its tracks, by which the Ch an 
Ohio will be extended from Lexington to 
Louisville during the current year, which, 
it is expected, will greatly enhance its value.

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INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


The more insurance companies go into the mat- 
ter of the loss on A. A. Putnam's shoe stock the 
more they are displeased with the work of the 
appraisers. It has been seven weeks and over 
since the fire, and not a thing has been done in 
an attempt to look after the stock and to prevent 
as far as possible further damage being done to 
the stock through neglect. The appraisers have 
finished their work, and it is understood the dam- 
age has been fixed at $151,000, while the expense 
of the appraisers will add $9,000 to this amount. 
The insurance carried#amounted to $159,500, and 
the inventory of the value of the stock at the time 
of the fire amounted to $218,000. The 80 per cent 
coinsurance clause was in force on all the policies, 
which would make the amount of the insurance 
te be carried $174,400. As Mr. Putnam only car- 
ried $159,500 he became coinsurer to the extent of 
$14,900. The value of the stock as figured in the 
appraisal will be therefore $69,000, and insur- 
ance companies are figuring with the salvage 
companies to determine whether they shall take 
the stock and attempt to get more than this from 
it, thus reducing the net loss to the various com- 
panies interested. 

Insurance men say the adjusters were guilty of 
the grossest negligence in this loss. At the time 
of the fire the larger proportion of the stock was 
damaged only by water, Some of the goods were 
burned, but water was responsible for the principal 
loss. Mr. Putnam occupied the basement and the 
first and second floors of the building at the south- 
west corner of Madison and Franklin, where the 
fire occurred. He had a large quantity of shoes 
in the basement, which was filled to a depth of 
five feet with water, and was allowed to stand for 
several days. The goods on the other two floors, 
some of them of the finest character, were all 
thoroughly water soaked. Not a thing has ever 
been done to these goods, except to take the tops 
off the cases. Mr. Putnam offered to take the 
goods least damaged, to put them in new boxes, 
and to sell them at such discount as would be 
and he 
offered to allow the remainder to be sent to a sal- 
vage company to be put in order. This offer was 
refused for some reason, and the entire stock was 
moved to the building at the southwest corner of 
Monroe street and Fifth avenue and piled up on 
the upper floors. Fine shoes, which with a little 
care could have been dried and cleaned, and which 
would have been worth from 60 to 90 per cent of 
the value at the time of the fire, have rotted and 
have become utterly worthless. These goods have 
been lying - in huge piles for seven weeks and not a 
thing has been done to restore them to shape. It 
has been éstimated by men familiar with the shoe 
trade that a saving of not less than $50,000 could 
have been effected by caring for them properly. 
While some of the goods can still be put in fair 
shape, there is much of the stock which will not be 
worth caring for. Mr. Putnam took some visitors 
through the store yesterday morning and showed 
where fine women’s shpes had been allowed®o 
stand in cases half filled with water until the 
leather had rotted. Tan shoes for men, women, 
and children, which the fire had never touched, 
have become so discolored that they will be worth 
but a small per cent of their value at the time of 
the fire. Three floors of a large building are en- 
tirely filled with cases and piles of shoes, and in 
some cases they are not dry even at the present 
time. 

Thirteen appraisers, representing the majority 
of the companies tnterested in the fire, were em- 
ployed in making the appraisal. From the be- 
ginning there has been friction, and every pro- 
pocal made with a view to having the stock prop- 
erly cared for met with opposition from some of 
these appraisers. Mr. Putnam makes some seri- 
ous charges against some of these appraisers. He 
suys that some of them demanded money from him, 
which he refused to pay, and in consequence of 
this they adopted dilatory tactics and sought in 
every way to retard the appraisement. One ‘of 
the peculiar features of the appraisal was the ap- 
preciation in the value of the stock over its cost. 
Insurance is written to cover the cash value of the 
property at the time of a loss. The price of 
leather and leather goods has increased materially 
during late months and 25 per cent above the 
cost of the goods was added for this increase in 
values. That accounted for the fact of Mr. Put- 
nam’s not carrying the full 80 per cent of insurance 
as provided in his policies. He had supposed he 
was carrying the fall amount required, but the 
eee in values brought it up to the amount 

excess of what he had figured. 

Offers have been made by a wrecking and salv- 
age company for the stock of goods, either to pur- 
chase it outright or to handle it for the companies. 
It has not been decided what will be done. The fig- 
ures on the appraisal are not yet.entirely com- 
plete, but it will be approximately $151,000.

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MINISTER CASTLE ARRIVES ON HIS 
WAY TO WASHINGTON.

Speaks Assuringly of the Future of the 
Young Republic Trouble Caused by 
Reports of Filibustering Expeditions= 
Annexation to the United States Will 
Not Be Given Up—Favored by Natives 
and Also by Aritish Residents=Will En- 
dea vor to Induce Americans to Go There. 


William R. Castle, Envoy Extraordinary 
and Minister Plenipotentiary to the United 
States from Hawaii, is at the Auditorium en 
route to his post at Washington, D. C. Mr. 
Castle is accompanied by his w. fe and son. 

Mr. Castle and his family left Honolulu 
Aug. 1, sailing on the steamer Warrimoo. 
The vessel went aground off Vancouver, 
British Columbia, Aug. 9, but it was pulled 
off, and the trip east by land was made over 
the Canadian Pacific. Mr. Castle and his 
family remain in Chicago until Friday even- 
Waile here they will be shown the sights 
of the city by resident Hawaiian Consul Job, 
who was among the first to call on them after 
their arrival. 


of the Hawaiian Republic. The uprising of 
last. January, he says, gave the young govera- 
ment a temporary setback, but it is rapidly 
recovering and confidence in the stability of 
the republic is about restored. The worst 
feature of the uprising was that those not on 
the inside of affairs least expected it, and had 
no idea it would be as formidable as it was. 
The chief officials knew what was going on 
and were prepared when it came, and the 
summary and effective manner in which they 
quelled it was a surprise even to the most loyal 
supporters of the government. ra time 
afterwards there was a disposition on the part 
of the moneyed interests and the business- 
men to go carefuily, but the lapse of six 
months time and the continual strengthening 
of its position by the new government have 
done a great deal to bring about a better 
feeling. Just now the islands are in a fair 
way to prosper in a business way and grow 
richer by utilizing all their natural advan- 
tages. 

* There is no fear of more royalist upris- 
ings in Hawaii,’’ said Mr. Castle. Only a 
small number of the residents of the islands 
are discontented with affairs of state as they 
are run now. The most serious thing 
threatening the republic is an invasion 
of filibustering expeditions originated and 
permeated by royaiists now living in British 
Columbia or in tne Pacitic coast States of the 
United States. Reports of these attempts to 
organize invading parties reach the islands 
and have u disquieting effect on the inhab- 
jtants and to a éertain extent retard the ex- 
pansion of business. No matter how few be- 
lieve in the success of these mercenary free- 
booters still it has a bad effect, It is true the 
loyal army is small and the repubtic’s treas- 
ury is weak. but if any of them try to wrest 
the control of Hawaii from President Dole 
they will find just such a reception awaiting 
them in Honolulu as was given the rebeliious 
spirits who planned the uprising last Jan- 
uery 

ny British Columbia is the section of the Pa- 
cific cast that is watched most closely,’’ con- 
tinued Mr. Castle. Most of the stories of 
filibustering expeditions that reach the 
islands come from there. My government 
keeps a close watch all along the coast and it 
has men atevery important seafaring port 
to leok out for royalist plotters. If anything 
is going on of importance the government at 
Honolulu is informed of it just as soon as 
possible. 

Mr. Castle was asked how the island’s resi- 
dents felt now about annexation to the 
United States. 

** annexation to the United States is looked 
ſor ward to ea rly by every ioyal resident 
of Hawali.“ said. “The only ones who 
oppose it—and of course they will to the end 
are the ryyalists. Annexation to Great 
Britain is not in favor at all. Neither is an 
American protectorate. The people desire to 
become a partof the American’ Republic, 
Even the najives are fast beeoming advocates 
of annexation; they are gradually realizing 
the difference between the rotten monarchy 
under which they used to live and 
the government for the people conducted by 
President Dole. One would naturally think 
all the British residents would favor uniting 
the islands to the ‘realm of Queen Victoria, 
but such is not the case. Many of the British 
residents of Honolulu are the strongest ad vo- 
cates of the plan of makmg Hawaii a State of 
the United States. The annexation idea is so 
strong in the islands that I think it will never 
be obiiterated until union with the United 
States is a fact. 

Mr, Castle does not expect to take charge 
of the Hawaiian legation in Washmgton until 
President Cleveland returns to the capital. 
In the meantime affairs will be taken care of 
by Mr. Hastings, the legation attaché. Mr. 
Castie and family on their way East will stop 
at Niagara Falis for a few days and then go 
on-to Pittsfield, Mass., to visit Mrs. Castile’s 
parents. The general desire, he says, is for 
as great an American immigration to Hawaii 
as possible. Durmg his stay in this country 
he will work as hard as he possibly can to 
induce American farmers to settie on the isl- 
ands. They are most needed there and are 
aiso the most desirable, 

Mr. Castle will succeed ex-Minister Thurs- 
ton, who was objectionable to the adininistra- 
tion in Washington. He is tali, with gray 
whiskers and a dark compiexion, He was 
born in Honolulu, but received his education 
in the United States. He is a graduate of 
Columbia Law School, New York City, and 
has been Attorney-General of tne islands. He 
was a member of the annexation commission 
which went to Washington two years ago, and 
took a prominent part in the overthrow of 
Queen Liliuckalani.

HIS SENTENCE 18 THOUGHT CRUEL, 


Petition for Leniency for Private Thomas 
Gill Going Round. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 16 —A great deal 
of indignation is shown by men who have 
been subordinates to Lieut. William E. Birk- 
heimer of the Third Artillery over what is 
regarded as an excessively severe sentence 
imposed by court-martial upon Private 
Thomas Gill, who knocked Lieut. Birkbheimer 
down at the arsenal some time ago, and is 
now serving a sentence of four years in the 
penitentiary for his act. A petition is now 
being circulated in order to secure a reduc- 
tion of the sentence, of which the following 
is a copy: 

To the President. Through the Honorable, the 
Setretary of War—We, the unde ed citizens 
of the United States, who were on duty with the 

ical service of the signal corps at the 
time that 


ieut. William E. Birkheimer was 
therewith connected by detail from the 


Artillery, desire to petition you: for a reduction 
of sentence imposed by court-martial upon 
Private Thomas Gill, until recently on duty at 
the arsenal in this city, for assault upon the per- 
son of the said Lieut. Birkheimer. 

Each one of us feels that the said Lieut. Birk- 
he mer, while so detailed as his superior officer, 
sought to impeach the standing. honor, and dig- 
nity.of his subordinates by his ungentiemaniy 
conduct, overbear manner, and tyrannical 
methods; that in bis s laws created by wiser 
heads and humane hearts for the proper subserv- 
ience of miiitary discipline were 80 rigidly 
drawn and executed as to make thuse whom they 
were intended to kindly govern feel that they 
were degraded in the eyes of their feliow-men; 
that in contradistinction to the considerate an 
courteous treatment bestowed by many other 
officers, who were able and consistent disci- 
plmarlans, and who were likewise detai:ed with 
the said Birkheimer, the latter's treatment of 
subordinates was such as t» detract from their 
se.f-respect and render lite burdensome. 

In our opinion he was a m:.tinet. May not 
this justify the Commander-in-Chief of the army 
in tum under advisement this tition in be- 
half.of Private Gil? May it not that human 
nature has at last revo.ted apd that his act was 
the culmination of abuse long applied? Is the 
persoo of an officer so exaited that for striking

In the name of humanity we respectfully pro- 
test against what we be.ieve to be the cruel pun- 
ishment of Private Gili for striking his superior 
officer, Lieut. Birkheimer. The offeader was un- 
der the influence of liquor at the time of tne as- 
sault, and there were other mitigating circum- 
st-nees. The civil courts would punish such of- 
tense with five or ten days imprisonment or a 
fine of $5 0: $10. Is not this sentence of four 
years unnecessarily harsh and crue), and is it not 
out of piace in this country and in this age? 

Washington. D. C., Aug. 15, 1895. 

This petition has been s.gned, it is stated, 
not only by near.y every man who has had to 
serve immediately under Leut. Birkheimer, 
but by a number of merchants and other citi- 
zens who are in sympathy with the movVe- 
ment. Those whoare pushing the petition 
desire to have it understwod that they are not 
making a fight against army discipline, but 
are merely protzsting against what they con- 
sider the brutal acts at an officer who, while 
he might be on the side of law technicaily, 
passed all bounds of forbearance in his man- 
ner of dealing with subordinates. 

It is said that Lieut. Birkheimer, while at 
West Point, established a reputation as a 
tighter and that on one occasion he called 
down upon dimself great disapproval by 
knocking out Fred Grant in a fisticuff. As 
an instance of the Lieutenant’s overbearing 
style it is said that on one occasion he - hap- 
pened to go toa hotelin which one of his 
men was stopping. The subordinate was in 
the same town with tne Lieutenant on busi- 
ness, but when the officer saw the subordinate 
sitting in the public dinmg-room he refused 
to eat there until the man left the house. 

Many stories of despotic treatment are told 
by men who have -erved in the signal corps 
under Lieut. Birkheimer. These men say of 
all the army officers who in the past wero in 
charge of that bureau, none acted other than 
ina gentiemaniy way toward subordinates 
with the exception of Lieut. Birkheimer. It 
is said that the officers generaiiy endeared 
themselves to the men, and when the time 
came for them to be detached from that serv- 
ice there was a general fee.ing of regret. But 
in the case of Birkheimer it is said that they 
sang hallelujahs of praise when his detach- 
ment was announced, These men state that 
no subordinate was ever treated in a gentle 
maniy way by Birkheimer, who, they say, 
considered it d: grading to bim to speak other 
than in a tyrann cal and <Gictatorial manner 
to the men serving under him, although these 
subordinates. in social standing and in educa- 
tion in most instances, were quite equal with 
himself. 

So numerous are the men wha claim to 
have been insulted by Birkheimer that it is 
said there was tho greatest rejoicing when it 
was found that Private Gill had used his fists 
to biacken the eyes of the officer and had rolled 
him in the gutter. 

While every one concedes that this act on 
the part of the private was to be condemned, 
those who sign the petition referred to think 
that four years in the penitentiary is an ex- 
cessive sentence for such an assault. A sim- 
ilar case between citizens would have resulted, 
after a trial in the police court, in either a 
N money sentence or a short sentence in 
jau, 


TROUBLES OF THE INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL. 


Mayor Dyche of Evanston Has a Serious 
Problem to Solve. 

Mayor Dyche of Evanston said yesterday 
he was not decided in his own mind as to the 
respective rights of the South Evanston pub. 
lic and the Illinois Industrial School for 
Giris, but would try to form some opinion 
within forty-eight hours. A permit was is. 
sued to the trustees of the schol a week ago 
for the erection of a $20,000 new buildmg 
on the present site, Main street and Sheridan 
drive. Work was begun immediately, but 
when the state of affairs was learned 
by residents of the neighborhood a number 
of them called on the or and made vigor 

against his action in issuing 
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tions a far greater charm than the long - sought 
secret of the Northwest or even the 
finding of the North pole, yet this fruitful 
field for exploration has been neg!ected, and, 
with the exception of the commercial venture 
of the Dundee whalers in 1892 and the re- 
markably successful journey of the Norwegian 
whaler Jason in 1898, there bas been no at- 
tempt to penetrate the icy desert of the South, 
The last really serious effort in this direction 
was that of Sir James Ross in 1839. There 
are now signs, however, of a reawakened inter- 
est in this region, as was shown by the 
amount of attention the subject received at 
the meetings of the International Geegraphic- 
al Society just held in London. 

in fact, after a thorough discussion the so- 
ciety passed, amid great enthusiasm, a reso- 
lution declaring that the most important 
piece of geographical work still to be under. 
taken was the exploration of the antarctic re. 
gions and recommending that the geograph- 
ical societies of the worid undertake the task. 
It is understood that the British Government 
intends to fit out an expedition for the purpose 
of scientific exploration in the south polar 
seas, but the English savants urged a private 
expedition because they are afraid that the 
delay that generallpycharacterizes such official 
enterprises will allow “some bold American 
and his lady” to step in and piuck the 


honors. 
Explorer Cook's Plans. 


Dr. Frederick Cook’s proposed journey to 
the South shows that thei fears were weil 
grounded, It was Dr, Cook’s original inten. 
tion to lead a party south last fall. The dis- 
aster to the steamer Miranda in the Arctic 
Seas prevented the. It will be remembered 
that Dr. Cook's eighty summer excursionists 
to Greenland had a rather exc.ting experi- 
ence with the sinking of tne Miranda, which 
struck a rock, Since that time Dr. Cook has: 
been bending every energy to the accomp. isb- 
mentof his new scheme this tall. e has 
succeeded in enlisting the active support of 
various scientific bodies and of private indi- 
viduals as weil. seems to be no doubt 
that the sum necessary to fit and send out the 
expedition—$25,000—will de subscribed. 
Instead of employing a steam wha.er, as 
last year’s program called for, Dr. Cook 
expects to secure two sailing vessels, sealers, 
of about 100 tons burden apiece. Sealers 
of this capacity are only 100 feet or ao long, 
but they are stanch craft, fairly rapid sailers, 
and superior for ice work. ir bulls are 
tnickiy sheathed with timber, and where in 
an ice jam an iron vessel would de crushed 
like an eggshell they can generally escape un- 
bat med. Each sea er wiil be manned bya 
crew of five men, preferably those who have 
had experience in the North. The provision- 
ing will oe for three years, aithough the in- 
tention isto return in twenty-four months, 
The extra year’s provisions may prevent any 
unplea ant yearnings toward cannibali-:m in 
case the party is accidentaily detained in 
frozen latitu les. The scientific corps will 
comprise only five, inciuding the ieader. 


To Push Into the Interior. 


It will take the vessels three months to 1 
the odd 6,000 miles from New York to the 
Gulf of Erebus and Terror. This guif, 
named after the -bips of Sir James Ross, is an 
indentation in Louis Phiiippe Land, near the 
sixty-fourth parallel of latitude and south of 
Cape Horn. antarctic summer will be 
commencing when this rendezvous is reached. 

I. a clear sea presents itseit a further south- 
ing will be attempted, Otherwise the ex- 
pedition wiil immediately disembark, A life- 
boat and stores wiii be deposited to provide 
for a retreat to the Falkland Islands in case 
of disaster and the loss of their vessol. From 
Louis Phdippe Land their course will depend 
upon the openings developed in the ice bar. 
rier by the winds and current prevaiiing at 
that time, but ine first opportunity will be 
seized to enter the ice with the ship and push 
as far South as possible, If then a safe har- 
bor shal: be found for their vessel they will 
consider that what remains to be done will 
be found comparative easy work. 

In case a sufficiently secure harbor cannot 
be found the two sealers will be sent to the 
Falkland Islands with instructions to return 
the following year. As the nearest mairiand 
is 700 miles away, and that only a desolate 
tip ot South America, the members of the ex- 
pedition will be quite isolated. At least as 
long as they keep near the Erebus and Terror 
Guif natural food in the seals and birds will 
not be wanting. Upon the return of the party 
which is to penetrate into the interior, which 
will de about March 1, 1895, tne returu voy- 
age will be commenced if the ships have ar- 
rived, or if, in case they winiered there, they 
are in condition to move and the ice opens 
sufficiently to, release them, Stopping 
at Louis Philippe Land long enough to 
make some special study of the conditions 
existing there, the retreat will be continued 
to the Falkland Islands and thence home- 
ward. Should the vessels be lost, the party 
will make its way as best it can by boats and 
sledges to where the lifeboat was deposited 
with stores on Louis Philippe Land. From 
there the voyage to the Falkland Islands will 
be made in the open liſebogt, a not pleasant 
but yet practicable method of transportation 
over so short a route,

three bodies of land, Cape Horn, Cape of 
Good Hope, and Tasmania, the belt of waters 
stretches in an uninterrupted circuit of 15. 
000 miles around the globe. Over this great 
waste of waters winds sweep with a violence 
unknown at the north, through it run strong 
currents, beneath its surface are enormous 
depths which the line of the scientist has not 
yet measured, through its ch.liy waters sail 
majestic icebergs beside which those of the 
north polar regions are mere pignies, and 
over its central area extends a region of 
cold not experienced in the Areties. It is to 
explore a rocky spot in the center of this 
vast and ever wintry sea, a l whose 
shores are protected with a wall of ice 300 
feet high that Dr. Cook proposes to undertake 
a three years’ cruise in small sailing vessels. 


Problems to Be Studied. 


The really important object of an expedi- 
tion to the Antarctic Seas is the making of 
investigations into supposed changes in ter- 
restrial magnetism, though Dr. Cook, buoyed 
by the discoveries of the Jason, hopes to 
find, itis said, relics or even live specimens 
of an Antarctic people, There are many 
points of interest in connection with the icy 
regions of the South which need elucidation, 
amongst them the cause of tne abnormal 
lowness of the barometer. Soundings and 
dredgings cannot {ail to be of much value, 
and a betier knowiedge, or, to speak more 
correctly, some definite knowledge of the 
antartic continent would at least be of inter- 
est. The most important work of such an ex- 
pedition as is pro would, however, be 
the magnetic observations, for ind positions 
of the south magnetic pole and of the south- 
ern force of maximum intensity are still un- 
certain, and it is nece-sary,in connection with 
the practical navigation of iron and steel 
ships, that al the data it is voss ble to obtain 
should be p aced in the hands of experts, It 
is known that farther south than the parallel 
of 40° 8. taken piace 
in the since 
Ross’ expedition, and there are no 
means of ascertaining. what is the 
amount of those changes without further in- 
vestigations in latitudes as near to the south 
pole as it is possible to get. In the next few 
years magnetic disturbances will probably 
be ata minimum, and scientists therefore 
think that the time has arrived when a prop- 
erly equipped expedition should be sent to 
the antartic regions to continue the work 
which has been left practicaliy unto 
since the voyage of Sir J. Ross, It is nut 
understood that Dr. Cook will be supplied 
with the neces-ary apparatus for de p 
sounding and dreuging, but will probably 
go prepa ed to make astronomical, meteoro- 
dog cal, and geolog.cai observations, while 
geographical notes will obviously form an 
important feature of the work of the expedi- 
tion.—Boston Transcript.
